atom bomb's secret "we may be 
passing- a sentence of death on the 
future of our country and the en- 
tire world." 


Advocating legislation suggested 


by President Truman to set up a 
commission to plan for development 
and control of atomic energy in 
America, Patterson told the house 
military committee:

The critical situation Jn the coal 


fields received the most attention 
from the government. Secretary 
of Labor Schwellenbach said "pro- 
gress" had been made in confer- 
ences with John t,. Lewis, United 
Mine Workers president, and bi- 
tuminous operators. As they met 
for the third time he appeared 
optimistic and seizure of the 675 
idle mines was not believed immi- 
nent.

professor of crop pathology, Uni- 
versit yof Illinois College of Agri- 
culture.

know that there is no profit 
advantage in shipping meat 
long distances as compared 
with selling it nearby. OPA 
regulations set prices, by 
zones and areas, that meat 
packers may charge for beef, 
lamb, veal and pork. The 
United States is divided into ten zones for 
beef, larab and veal and five for pork. Each 
has its own base price for each kind of meat. 
Additions to the base price are allowed for 
transportation and local delivery. These al- 
lowances are the very minimum and in many 
instances do not cover the actual cost of trans- 
portation, icing, and shrinkage. 


Consequently, meat packers are better off 


when they sell close to their producing plants. 
In general, the net money they receive is 
greater the closer to the plant the sale is made. 
But despite this, Swift & Company has volun- 
tarily adhered to its wartime policy of fair dis- 
tribution. Starting in July 1945, all meat 
packers were required by OPA regulations to 
distribute their meats to the same areas they 
did the first three months of 1944.

A Weekly Letter 
by Frank Priebf 


A» long as I've been in the pro- 


duce business I've never seen egg 
prices as erratic as they are to- 
day. 


Some places in the country eggs 


are bringing no more than 25c a 
dozen. And some places in the 
cities they're selling for 65c a doz- 
en. A Communist party leader in 
South Dakota, pointing out those 
two extremes, demanded that the 
government take over the poultry 
and eggs plants. 


I'm sure that a lot of you re- 


sent the difference between the 
prices you hear consumers are 
paying for eggs and the prices 
you're getting. I don't blame you. 
It's hard to understand. I'm not 
sure I can explain it to your sat- 
isfaction, but I'll try to give you 
a little more of the picture than 
appears on the surface. 


In the first place, the eggs that 


are selling for such high prices are 
tops as far as quality is concerned. 
They are extra large, spotlessly 
clean, and absolutely fresh. 
The 


percentage of mid-western eggs 
that would qualify for that grade 
is comparatively small. Right now 
probably half the eggs that are 
being marketed in this part of 
the country are mediums, pullets, 
and pee-wees. You and J know 
those eggs are perfectly gorcl food. 
But nobody wants them. I offered 
a whole carload of "pee-wees" to 
every egg buyer I knew on both 
the Pacific and Atlantic coasts— 
and they didn't want them, even 
at iSc a dozen, because they didn't 
have any sale for them. 


Consumers Want "the Best" 
Today people have the money to 


pay for "the best" and that's what 
they want—in eggs as well as in 
other merchandise. 


The operator of a large chain in 


the Southeast told me he cor.ldn't 
get help to pack his 65c eggs as 
fast as people would buy them. 


"Right next to those eggs", he 


said, 'we have some for 39c a 
dozen. They're a little smaller, not 
quite so fancy, but they're good 
eggs. And yet nobody wants them". 


You find that same thing true 


all over the country. 


It's just the reverse of the con- 


dition that prevailed during the 


depression years. Then 
nobody 


wanted the high-priced eggs. With 
everyone demanding the cheaper 
ones, and no one wanting the more 
expensive ones, we finally had al- 
most no spread in price between 
the poorest and the finest eggs. 


Today, with everybody demand- 


ing the best eggs and no one want- 
ing the lower grades, we have a 
wider spread in price than I've 
ever seen. 


The difference is reflected 
to 


some extent in the country mar- 
kets that are buying eggs grad- 
ed. But the price of straight run 
eggs, in a situation like this, nat- 
urally tends toward the lower ex- 
treme. 


It's a Buyer's Market 


There are other factors affecting 


present prices. 


A lot of retailers, who claim 


they did not have enough margin 
as long as eggs were selling at 
ceiling prices all along the line, 
are continuing to sell top grade 
eggs at the retail ceiling, though 
they can now buy them consider- 
ably under the wholesale ceiling. 


\Ve may argue that this is tak- 


ing unfair advantage of the pro- 
ducer, but let's not forget that a 
lot of producers didn't hesitate to 
take advantage of the situation in 
the poultry market when it was 
in their favor. 


As long as it was a seller's mar- 


ket a lot of farmers sold at the 
highest prices they could get. Now 
it's a buyer's market and lot of 
buyers 'aren't paying any more 
than they have to. 


The variation in egg prices in 


different territories is due partly 
to the fact that no two buyers 
seem to buy on quite the same 
grade and partly to the fact that 
the shortage of help is more acute 
some places than others. 


It has been so long since we 


have had a. free and open market 
that this natural means of getting 
the supply of the different grades 
adjusted to the demand is rather 
a shock to us.

Success With Corn 


Picking Machine Is 
Up to the Operator 


Success in operating the corn 


picker, as in operating most ma- 
chines, depends almost •jntire-.y on 
the ability of the operator to lub- 
ricate, adjust and repair it. de- 
clares R. I. Shawl, professor of 
farm 
machinery, 
University of 


Illinois College of Agriculture. 


The agricultural engineer sug- 


gested getting' corn pickers in 
good mechanical condition, and he 
indicated that lack of luorication 
is 
probably 
the 
beginning of 


trouble in many machines. He said 
that most pickers have over 100 
places to lubricate, and some of 
these are very inaccessible. 


"After a farmer has spent many 


days of hard work growing a corn 
crop, he should feel it his duty to 
spend a few days geting his picker 
in proper repair and thon keeping 
it this way by proper lubrication 
and care". Shawl added. 


Professor Shawl revealed that 


Illinois and Iowa are the leading 
users of mechanical corn pickers, 
the latest survey showing that 
Illinois had 37,700 machines and 
Iowa 44.800. In the principal corn 
pickers two years ago. Last year 
the average was 72.7 per cent, 
while in 19-10 only 50 percent of 
the corn was harvested with pick- 
ers. 


Iroquois County Leads 


Iroquois county had the greatest 


number of pickers in 1944, report- 
ing 1,500. or an average of 172 
acres of corn to harvest per pick- 
er. McLean and Champaign coun- 
ties followed with 1.400 and 1,232 
pickers respectatively. Clay county 
reported five pickers with 9.940 
acres of corn per picker. Profes- 
sor Shawl indicated that the num- 
ber of pickers in the state had not 
increased much during the past 
year. 


Mechanical equipment has great- 


ly reduced the time required for 
growing and harvesting com. ac- 
cording to the Illinois engineer. 
One man can now grow and har- 
vest twice the acreage of corn he 
did 25 years ago. 
At that time 


it took 21 minutes to grow and 
harvest a bushel of corn but at 
present, with high yields and prop- 
er machinery, corn has been grown 
and harvested with only three min- 
utes of labor a bushel. 


In the corn belt hundreds of 


farmers are growing and harvest- 
ing corn with 11 minutes of labor 
a bushel. 


In order to save the most labor 


and avoid inconvenience, Shawl 
concludes that it is essential :to; 
have machinery in good repair and 
keep it that way. At the same 
time he reminded growers of the 
importance of considering all rules 
for safe operation of the picker 
which he described as the most 
dangerous of farm machines to 
operate. 


October Good Time to 


Fertilize Apple Trees 


The next two months are the 


time for making a fall application 
of nitrogen fertilizer on bearing 
apple trees, believes D. S. Brown, 
associate in pomology. University 
of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 


"The nitrogen which gets into 


the trees this fall is an insurance 
that the trer.s will get off to a 
good start next spring, especially

that some are staying- in the nest 
—doomed to death from cholera. 


The department's report stated! 


that the freguent 
occurrence 
ol 


the disease at this time of yearj 
rise to the mistaken idea, still 
heard 
occasionally, 
that 
it 
is 


caused by feeding- new com. How- 
ever, the real cause of cholera is 
a filtrable virus which can 
be 


transmitted in so many different 
way that only by inoculating- each 
pig- against the disease cnn reason- 
able assurance of protection be ob- 
tained,

Treatment of pigs already show- 


ing symptoms of hog cholera is 
genreally 
unsuccessful. 
Farmers 


who find themselves with hogs not 
yet ready for market and not im- 
nuiinized against cholera should 
consult a veterinarian us soon as 
disease appears so that a diagnosis 
may be made. Steps cnn thon be 
taken to limit the losses to as few 
animals as possible.

Nimitz Welcomed 


in New York City 


New 
York, 
Oct. 
9—CAP) — 


Cheered by millions, Fleet Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz rode through 
wind-whipped 
paper storms on 


Broadway today and then told an 
assemblage at city hall that never 
again should the United States 
"risk the threat which weakness 
invites". 


Chief Police Inspector John J. 


O'Connell estimated that 2,759.000 
persons acclaimed the Pacific hero 
on a triumphal motor ride from 
LaGuardia airport to city hall, 
where he received the city's gold 
medal of honor and was made an 
honorary citizen of New York. 


It was the first official reception 


extended by the city to a naval 
hero since Admiral George Dewev 
took New York by storm in 1S99". 


Nearly 4,000 Navy, Marine and 


Coast Guard personnel, marching 
in the first full military parade 
here since the start of the war, 
preceded the Admiral's motorcade 
up the famed mile-long Hero's 
Canyon of lower Broadway. 


Outside city hall, standing on a 


platform built in the form of the 
prow of a ship and painted Navy 
blue. Nimitz told a crowd esti- 
mated at 350.000: 


"We must make certain now 


and for the future that the peace 
is secure.
